Col. Cooper Points Out Impossi- 
bility of Securing Signatures 
to Particular Petition 


OTTAWA, Oct. 3.—Towards the end 
of today’s sessions of the special com- 
mittee on soldiers’ re-establishment, 
when {t seemed as though the com- 
mittee would adjourn without the 
daily sensation being sprung, all such 
predictions were smashed b> the 
reading of a message from Harry 
Flynn, president of the United Vete- 
rans’ Gratuity league. 

Mr, Flynn left the committee room 
in high @udgeon on Wednesday, de- 
claring that the committee had treat- 
ed him unfairly and that he was go- 
tng to hold public meetings through- 
out the whole of Canada and have re- 
turned soldiers pass resolutions show- 
ing what they thought of the commit- 
tee. 

This morning at eleven o'clock Col. 
It. CG. Cooper received a special deliv- 
ery letter from Toronto, containing a 
typewritten statement and eigned by 
over 1,900 names, said to be those of 
returned soldiers. 

The Message. 
“Toronto, Ont., Bept., 1919. 
“Colonel Cooper, 

“Str; Why not question the thou- 
sands of foreigners who stayed in Ca- 
nada and made their futures secure. 
The attached signatures are those of 
returned soldiers who go on record 
protesting against your questioning re 
J. H. Flynn's nationality. It should 
be sufficient for you to know he threw 
In his lot for the upholding of right, 
justice and all humanity. 

“We will expect to hear from you In 
reference to this matter.” 

Attached were the names, 
number and rank indicated in 
margin. 

Colonel Cooper tonight called the 
committee's attention to the fact that 
the message was dated September,

committee on October 1, also that 
there was not sufficient time for 
Fiynn to return from Ottawa to To- 
ronto and secure the signatures of 
1,900 returned men to that particular 
petition and mail the Jetter at about 
ten o'clock last evening In order to 
be delivered in Ottawa this morning. 

“Therefore,” stated Colonel Cooper, 
“thie petition. is to all intents and pur- 
poses a forgery, and I wish to have 
this entered on the record.” 

Deny Puplication. 

Early in the day the evidence had 
deait chiefly. with the work of the 
D.8.C.R. F.sG, Robinson and Captain 
N. F. Parkinson denied there was 1n- 
necessary duplication in the agricu!- 
tural training of the D.8.C.R. and sol- 
diers’ eettlement board, and R. 8. 
Kennedy, district vocational officer for 
Ottawa, had complained that there 
should be more elasticity with regard 
to length of courses. Many men were 
turned out from the schools and were 
unable to hold their jobs. He thought 
that more civil service positions should 
be available for disabled men. 

It wae learned this morning that 
Messrs. Gothard and McKenzie, who 
left to join forces with Flynn, were 
not representing the Grand Army of 
Canada, but the Comrades of the 
Great War. The committee further 
made it clear that these men were not 
ordered to appear before the commit- 
tee but had been allowed to do so at 
their own request. 

At midnight the committee adjourn- 
ed until eleven o’clock Monday.

Seems to Have Collapsed 


Government Regards Situation as Ex 
for Citizen Army to Protect Peaceful 
Makes Impassioned Appeal to Railwaymen 
Arbitration—Actual Situation on

LONDON, Oct, 8.—An_ official 
statement issued from Downing 
street this evening says the na- 
tional union of railwaymen has 
rejected the government's offer of 
arbitration, and also seven days’ 
truce proposed by the government. 

At a moocting of the cabinet this 
afternoon, presided over by Pre- 
micr Lioyd George, the premier’s 
ment that negotiations couldn't 
be entered into with the national 
union of railwaymen before it had 
given orders to the men to return 
to work, was unanimously agrecd 
to. 

The home office has issued an 
appeal for the formation through- 
out the country of “Citizens’ 
Guards” to assist the policc and 
constables in protecting peaceful 
citizens and for the maintenance 
of supplies of food and other nec- 

les of life. 


IANDON, Oct. 3.—After seven days:

MESSAGE TO AMERICA 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—Tonight J. If 
Thomas of the rallwaymen’s union, 
called in the representatives of Ameri- 
can newspapers and after declaring 
that the railwaymen had not been 
«iven fair treatment by the British 
press, handed the correspondents the 
fo!lowing statement, entitled “A mesa- 
sage to America.” 

“I am pleased to have the privilege 
of sending a message to the American 
people, many of whom fought with 
members of my union tn the etruggle 
when Prussian militarism finally was 
crushed. I’ know both from Amerl- 
eans here and from what I have 
learned during my brief visit to your 
country last spring, that your people 
are watching this Industrial struggle 
with the keenest interest. I suppose 
it is partly because some of them can 
that same sinister spirit which 
nearly wrecked the settlement of the 
wor afier the war, now playing its 
part in disrupting the industrial life 
of Great Britain. 

Com With Russia. 

“Speaking as the chairman of the 
parilamentary committee of the trades 
union congress, representing over five 
million organized workers and their 
families, I can tell you that the same 
epirit 1s operating now as operated 
in the invasion of Russia and in the 
refusal of her Uberties to Ireland. I 
mention this, not because this is in 
any way a political strike, but because 
the sanie camariila that already has 
outraged the sense of justice of Brit- 
Ish democracy in these matters, Is be- 
hind this attempt to crush trades 
unionism and bring down wages. 

“United States employers all tell me 
that, according to American etand- 
ards, the average British worker ts 
living under sweated conditions. Out 
of these conditions comes servility. 
Servility must be avoided In this na- 
tion at all costs, It is not the men 
who are going back; it is the country 
that {s going back. 

“The wheels of production are roll- 
ing slowly. Another week and ths 
Jack of coal will further lessen tho

DENIES ANIMATED

mated by personal ambitions, James 
Henry Thomas, secretary of the rall- 
waymen’s union, declares that he 
thrice declined offers to become a 
member of the British cabinet.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—An editor in the 
Weekly Nation, written on tonight's 
development in the strike situation 
while condemning what is termed the 
railwaymen's precipitate action, says: 

“It will be civil war, but there can 
be no victory in this way. Who ever 
wins, it must mean that the one stable 
and fully active industrial community 
remaining {n Europe has become in- 
volved in continual bankruptcy and 
ruin, 

“The heediess and violent will learn 
that smashing those unions involves 
a general smash !n which our indus- 
trial supremacy will be irretrievably 
lost and our national credit become 
the same as the August symbol of an 
overturned temple.” 

The New Statesman, the organ of 
the intellectual socialists, says: 

“If we were asked to explain the 
puzzle of the strike in a dozen words, 
we should say, that stripped of all its 
Inessential details, the nation has wit- 
negged a desperate attempt on the part 
of ‘the coalition government to recap- 
ture the middle class vote.”

Dr. Grayson, who 
met the newspapermen, declined to 
elaborate on the brief bulletin. 

{t was understood, however, that the 
president was able to take some nour- 
{shment and get some sleep during the

Another Consultation. 

There was ancther consultation of 
physicians today and immediate mem- 
bers of the president's family came to 
the White House to be near him. 

Although reticent about the condi- 
tion of their patient, those who at- 
tended him Indicated that h!s allment 
had not yet clearly revealed the ex- 
tent of Its inroad upon his system, and 
that some days migeht be required to 
disclose its full effects, 

Nervous exhaustion, from which he 
{s suffering, complicated with his long 
standing weakness of the digestive or- 
gans, and a lingering touch of last 
spring’s attack of influenza, the doc- 
tors say, have considerably weakened 
the president's powers of resistance. 


Mr. Wilson's general physical system 
is said to be In good condition to with- 
stand the combined attack against 
which he {s now fighting.

WORK OF CITIZENS’ 
RESEARCH INST. 
IS EXPLAINED 


Under Auspices of South Side 
Community League Operation 
of Institute Given 


A very successful meeting was held 
the council chamber in the civic 
block on Friday evening under the 
auspices of the South Side community 
league with a large attendance, in- 
cluding a deputation from several of 
the women’s organizations In the city. 
The main speakers of the evening were 
Dr. H. L. Britain, director of the citi- 
zens’ research institute of Canada, and

explained in detall by these two gen- 
tlemen, who referred to the work ac- 
complished by the Toronto institute 
on the service which they claimed 
could be performed by a national iIn- 
stitute such as is proposed under the 
citizens’ research institute of Canada. 

In his address, Dr. Britain reviewed 
the history of research from its early 
stages when three Interested gradu- 
ates first established the New York 
bureau of municipal research. He re- 
marked that there are now fifteen of 
these bureaus in the United States and 
at least three in Canada. Dr. Britain

definately secured by these organtza- 
tions in the municipal field has 
prompted the organization of the cit!- 
zens’ research institute of Canada in 
performing a similar service to the 
citizens.

his trial on the charge:

Robertson, K. C., acting for the ac- 
cused, who, after his committal on 
the charge of attempted murder of 
Constable Lyttle éntered upon his pre- 
liminary hearing on the charge of the 
murder of Constable Nixon on the 
morning of August 30th. 

Constable Lyttle, the man whose life 
Larsen attempted to take, was the first 
|witness called at the morning session. 
He told the court that while he was 
in ‘charge of the prisoner on Septem- 
ber 24th, after leading him to his cell, 
the prisoner asked: “Have you got the 
key of my shackles. One is very tight. 
Will you slacken it for me?’ This Lyt- 
tle agreed to do. The door of the cel! 
was open, “I knelt down at his feet,” 
said the witness, “to slacken his 
shackle, when he struck me on the 
back of the neck with something 
hard.” Lyttle did not know with what 
he was hit. He then got up and over- 
powered the prisoner and locked the 
door, 

Larsen Was Enraged. 

Asked regarding the man's 
Lyttle said that Larsen had been 
friendly previously but at that time 
was quite enraged and aéted like a 
}man with a very bad temper. He 
rushed at the door and was muttering 
away to himself in his own language. 

Constable R. Daly, in his evidence, 
ecrroborated that of the previous wit- 
ness. He said he had been asked for 
a drink at the thme by the accused, 
He did not give it to him Immediate- 
ly and instantly he saw the prisoner 
grab gomething from the bunk and 
slash Lyttle with it with all his might, 
Lyttle then jumped up and kicked the 
accused in the stomach, The accused 
also made a rush at the cell door with 
his shoulder, bending the bars. 

The witness, when shown the 
granite cup, said he suw it in the cell 
at the time and kicked tt out. It was 
the cup the prisoner hit Lyttle with. 

Detective Appleby was also ques- 
tioned and said that he searched the 
eell and found nothing except the 
|granite cup. This witness, questioned 
|by the magistrate, sald that the pris- 
oner way raving !n the Swedish lan- 
guage, was in a dazed condition and 
fel! down in the cell. 

Doctor Tells of Wounds. 

Dr. J. E. Aymot, who attended to. 
the wounds in Lyttle’s neck, stated 
that he found a large, circular cut, 
| which, if it had gone deep enough to 
‘reach the spine, it might have been 
fatal for Lyttle, or if {t had been in- 

‘icted a little nearer the vein, death 
imight have resulted. 

This testimony concluded the case 
for the Crown and the defence being 
reserved, the accused way committed 
for triaf. 

Murder Trial Begins, 

The first witness called in the case 
of murder of Constable Nixon, was 
Sergeant Hinds, who produced two 
plans of the district on which the St 
James hotel faces where the murder 
took place. 

Saw Man Ranning Away. 

Joseph 8, Johnstone, signal man at 
the C. N. R, tracks on First street, 
was also called before the noon ad- 
journment, and stated that on hear- 
ing a shot fired about 2,30 on August 
80th, went out of his cabin and saw 
a man run west along the north side 
of the Twin City Transfer company's 
office. He also saw Nixon lying on 
the sidewalk and Nixon said he was 
shot. Witness found Nixon's wound 
just below the heart. The man he 
saw running away was about the 
height of the prisoner and was dress 
ed in dark clothes, but he could not 
say that the accused was the man. 

Wm. Gray, a member of the Inter- 
national Detective Agency, under oath 
said he saw a man onthe morning Con- 
stable Nixon was murdered, who might 
be the accused.

Concerning the union demand for increased wages the labor leaders admit, according to 
a correspondent of the New York Tribune, that the wages to employees in the steel industry 
have increased about one hundred per cent. in the last four years, but “even this increase has 
not sufficed to improve their originally wretched conditions. They tell of human beings living 
like cattle in miserable shacks and hovels.’ The answer of the employers to this contention is 
that with the foreigners in the mills and furnaces the rate of pay has nothing to do with the 
standard of living, as the purpose of this class of laborers is not to live well, but to live as 
poorly as possible in order to save as much money as possible, usually with t..e intention of re- 
turning to Europe when a certain size stake has been attained.” The employers support their 
contention by pointing to a scale of wages ranging from $3.50 to $6.00 a day for unskilled help, 


and from $7.00 to $80.00 a day for skilled help.

Karly in the day, J. H. Thomas an- 
nounced that the members of the de- 
putation which took part in the 
Downing Street conference Thursday 
were unanimous in support of the 
Nationa) Union of Railwaymen in re- 
fusing the government's offer regard- 
ing a settlement. 

Insists On Resumption 

The government had ins.sted that 
work must be resumed by the railway 
strikers before the negotiations could 
be re-opened, but it appeared that the 
labor leaders objected both to this 
and to the carryine out of the gov- 
arnment's order holding back the pay 
of the men for the last week they 
worked before the strike. Instructions 
to the Miners’ Union as to their atti- 
tude toward the strike was issued by 
Robert Smillie, the:r leader, today, 
All the miners’ federations were ad 
visel against precipitate action in the 
present juncture, but the miners were 
ordered not to undertake the duties 
of striking rallroadmen. 

Vehicle Workers Balloting 

The Union of Vehicle Workers, 
which operate the busses and other 
veh cular traffic in London, are today 
balloting to determine whether to 
strike in sympathy with the railroad- 
men, The result will be known Sat- 
urday night, The Ministry of Labor 
has in the meantime posted an ur- 
gent call for the services of volunteer 
bus-drivers. 

Secretary Thomas talked with the 
Associated Press representative this 
afternoon with reference to the 
Downing Street conference that had 
failed to result in an agreement on 
Thursday. 

“The government demanded un- 
conditional surrender, which was im- 
possible,” he said.

Premier Borden Outlines Govern- 
ment Platform and Plans for 
the Future 


Ottawa, October 2. — An official 
statement covering the proceedings at 
the Unionist caucus held today was 
given out tonight. It is as follows: 

Mr. Hume Cronyn presided over a 
caucus of rovernment supporters this 
morning, at which there was a very 
full attendance. The proceedings were 
characterized by great earnestness 
and unanimity. Sir Robert Borden 
addressed the caucus for an hour, and 
pointed out !n the first place the plat- 
form consisting of twelve articles, 


pabion ‘wag submittet-to-the Heoptr or 
Canada on October 18, 1917, €nd upon 
;which the government received its 
mandate from the people. He em- 


phasized the fact that in the policy 
then outlined, there were included 
not only the vigorous prosecution of 
the war, but many important sub- 
jects, Among them were civil ser- 
vice reform and the abolition of pat- 
ronage, the extension of the fran- 
ch'se to women, adequate taxation of 
war profits, effective arrangements for 


demobilization, the care and yocation- 
al training of returned soldiers, for

s'ons. es'des this, the policy had 
included the development of trans- 
portation fac litles, co-operative man- 
agement of the various systems, the 
enbouragement and development of 
shipbuilding, and the !tnvestigation of 
the possibilities of air service. It also 
embraced effective measures to pre- 
vent excessive profits, and it included 
the general development of the varied 
resource- of Canada, their conserva- 
tion and utilization for the advantage 
of the people,’ adequate consideration 
of the needs of the industrial popula- 
tion, and the maintenance of good 
relations between employers and em- 
ployed. 

The -rfme min'ster strongly em- 
phasized the fact thet the record of 
the government in the fulfillment of 
{ts pledees to the people was un- 
equalled in the political history of 
this country. He then proceeded to 
elaborate at considerable leneth the 
policy wh'ch should direct and con- 
trol the administration of public af- 
faire during the lifetime of the pres- 
ent varliament. He invited the close 
and earnest consideration of the sup- 
porters of the government to the pro- 
gramme thus outlined, and he sug- 
gested a luter date that the caucue 
should be held at which the opinions 
of the members of the party, after 
due consideration, should be ex- 

ressed upon the programme which 

@ submitted for their consideration, 
The, proposals of the nrime minister 
were received with enthusiasm and 
approval. Several members of the 
government, tncluding S!r Henry 
Prayton, Mr. Sifton, Mr. Rowo.l, Sir 
Geore» Foster, Mr. Calder and Mr. 
McLean were called upon to speak, 
and their addresses wers received 
with warm applause, 

Bir Robert Borden was gervatiy 
touched by the snontaneous and warn 
welcome with which he was greucted, 
He announced his intention, under 
the advice of his physician, of tak!n 
such rest from active work as woul 
enable him thprourchly to regati hie 
usual health and vigor. 

The caucus broke up with enthuse 
astic cheers for Sir Robert Borda 
for the ministers who had spoken, and 
for the Union government.
